In this way some found reasonably good 


rooms, bub knew not whether they were 
to be in the hands of pickpockets, whether

disease was rug tug or where they might 
wake np in a hypnotic trance in the morn- 
ing. 


Some o£ the delegates who sought quar- 


ters in this way got into places that were 
anything but clean and only regretted 
that the circumstances prevented them 
changing quarters in the middle o£ the 
night. 


Lowell is still worse .than "Worcester in 


this respect although the delegates ob- 
jected to the latter on the ground that the 
hotel accommodation is inadequate. 


AVhen a traveller who is used to good, 


hotels comes to Lowell, he never wishes to 
remain over night. It is well known that. 
John L. Stoddard used to cut short his 
lectures in order to get a train to Boston— 
so much afraid was he to stop iu a .Lowell 
hotel. 


It is high time that, the good name of 


Lowell was redeemed in this resptct by 
the erection of a first class hotel. 


There are plenty of wealthy citizens who 


could well afford to undertake such an en- 
terprise. 


That it would prove successful financi- 


ally there is no room for doubt. 


Had Lowell a first class hotel and a first

Sines 
communication with Che New Siberian is- 
lands *t the month of the Lena aud Delta 
is continuously 
had by means of the 


traders nnd hunters of that region, it is 
not probable that Dr. Xaiiseu has had 
means of sending dispatches to the Rus- 
sian settlements in Central Siberia, and 
thus home. So I think the report is not 
at all improbable.

Julius K. Fredericks of Indianapolis, 


who was a sorgoant in the Greeley expedi- 
tion that reached latitude 83.24, 394 miles 
from the pole, thinks it is in the bonds of 
possibility that Nausen had reached the 
North Pole, but it was improbable that he 
reached ic and started on the return down 
the east coast of Greenland. .Sergeant 
Fredericks thinks it probable that the 
pole is on'land, and said: 


"We went up the west coast'of Green- 


land, while Nansen went up the east 
coast, following the course of the Jeannette 
expedition. 
The two courses converge 


nurtli of Greenland. When we were at 
out highest latitude, wo were on land, aud 
as far as we could see through glasses, we 
cauld see only laud. I am Inclined to 
doubt ic, but Nansea may have found a 
more open season than we found, and by 
meaiis of dog sledges may have made his 
way to the pole. 1C he did, it seems, as 
I said, that he must certainly have started 
homeward along the west coast of Green- 
land, af rer caking to the water, so as to 


The friends of George O. Goodwin, a 


veteran of the war, are much concerned 
at his sudden disappearance from home, 
Thursday noou and they believe that he 
has been-drowned in the Merrimaek. 


Mr. Goodwin lived with his wife at the 


Dnrkee farm on the boulevard, a mile and 
a half from Pawtucket bridge. 


His wife tells that he left liome on 


Thursday lo go to Lowell. 
He had $2 


with Imn with which to mirchase tea. He 
did not eoiae home at the usuaf huur and 
she waited up for him. 


"About 12 o'clock at night," she said, 


"I heard a shout from the direction of the 
river. I went to the door and heard it 
again more plainly. 


"This time i knew it was his voice. I 


replied, and he answered, and I hastened: 
down to the river bunk. I asked 'where 
are you, in the river? 'No,'he replied,' 
'on the shore, come aud help rue.' .1 told 
hold him fo go around by tho bridge and 
when lie said he couldn't and his voice 
sounded as if he was a'ngry, I told him I 
would get Help and come for him. 


"I went to one of the neighbors and to- 


gether we went around and looked for Mr. 
Goodwin, bus no trace of htm could he 
found aud we shouted, no . answer came 
back. 


"It was about 3 o'clock before we vjent 


back. I found in Lowell that he had not 
been near the tea store and they told " me 
at the police station that .they knew noth- 
ing about him there. I wish I knew if he 
was alive." 


Mrs. Goodwin 
then told how she had 


waited all ilay. She seemed inclined to 
believe that instead of following his cus- 
tom of returning by the' road, he went up 
on the Middlesex Village bide and walked 
across the river. 
. Mr. Smith, the Pawtucketville wood 
dealer, whu 13 acquainted with the miss- 
ing man reports that he found foot prints 
in the snow at the bank of the river oppo-

- WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Secretary Her- 
bert was before • the house committee on 
naval, affairs for two hours yesterday, go- 
ing over many questions of naval arma- 
ment and outlining his views on'desirable 
features of naval appropriations. The sec- 
retary submitted tables showing the rela- 
tive cost ot warships in the United States 
and foreicn countries. 
' They disclosed that the United States is 
now able to build better sl^is at less cost 
than any country in the world, save Great 
Britain, and the latter country is but 
.•slightly ahead. It .was also made evident 
that the cost of. building warships in the 
United States had been greatly reduced in 
recent years. 


Mr. Herbert was questioned by Chair- 


man Bdutelle.and others of the committee 
concerning the need of additional battle- 
ship?, torpedo boats, etc. The secretary 
made it clear that he desired the largest 
allowance for the various classes of vessels 
that congress felc warranted in giving, but 


; he did not fix exact limits on the number 
of ships, although it was the general un- 
derstanding that three battleships instead 
of the two recommended in the secretary's 
annual report, would be very acceptable to 
the naval authorities. 
' The discussion took a wide range as to 
the relative merits of battleships, cruisers,

ENTHUSIASTIC HERBERT. 


Our Type of Warship Equal to tlia Beit 


I« the World. 


"WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.— Secretary Her- 


bert wns before the house committee' on 
naval affairs for two hours yesterday, go- 
inp over many questions of naval arma- 
ment and outlining his views on desirable 
features. of naval appropriations. The sec- 
retary submitted tables' showing the rela- 
tive cost of warships in the United States 
and foreign countries. 


They disclosed that the United States is 


now able to build better tftfs at less cost 
than any country in the world, save Great 
Britain, and 'the latter country is but 
slightly ahead. It was also made evident 
that the cost of building warships in tho 
United States had been greatly reduced in 
recent years. 


Mr. Herbert was questioned by Chair- 


man Boutelle and others of the committee j 
concerning the need of additional battle- 1 
ships, torpedo boats, etc. 
The secretary ! 


made it clear that ho desired the lanresfe I 
allowance for the various classes of vessels j 
that congress felt warranted in giving, but 
he did not fix exact limits on the number 
of ships, although it was the general un- 
derstanding that three battleships instead 
of the two recommended in the.secretary's j 
annual report, would be very acceptable to 
the naval authorities. 


The discussion took a wide range as t* 


the relative merits of battleships, cruisers, 
torpedo boats, 'etc. The secretary's an- 
swers indicated that while considering! 
battleships and torpedo boats of more im- 
mediate need than cruisers, ycC that h& 
did not rate one class as superior to an 
other, regarding each essential in its par- 
ticular line. 


Secretary Herbert's written data made 


an interesting comparison between types 
of American and British ships, for type, 
showing that our ships were equal to the 
best afloat. 
Orally, also, the secretary j 


stated in most emphatic terms thai j 
American-built warships, such as the In- ' 
diana, were equal to or superior to the best 
craft afloat under othe:: flags.
